Fellow  Members  —  This  month 
I’d  like  to  tell  you  about  an  organi¬ 
zation  in  San  Antonio  to  which  I 
belong,  or  more  properly,  to  which  I 
go  as  often  as  I  can.  The  organiza¬ 
tion  has  no  official  name,  though 
some  names  have  been  suggested; 
e.g.,  The  Wednesday  Night  Sewing 
Circle;  or  The  Wednesday  Night 
Gossip  Group,  etc.  There  are  no 
dues  to  be  paid,  nor  are  there  any 
officers.  As  I  overheard  one  person 
say  when  referring  to  the  group  that 
each  person  is  a  vice-president.  No 
minutes  are  taken  and  no  constitu¬ 
tion  or  by-laws  have  been  written. 
And  we  don’t  want  any  of  the 
things  which  lend  themselves  to  a 
structured  organization.  The  group 
to  which  I  am  referring  is  a  NUMIS¬ 
MATIC  STUDY  GROUP  which  hap¬ 
pens  to  meet  on  a  Wednesday  night 
at  a  local  restaurant  for  some  very 
pleasant  conversation,  great  social¬ 
izing  and  excellent  numismatic  dis¬ 
cussions  and  programs.  For  obvious 
reasons,  most  who  attend  live  in 
San  Antonio,  though  there  are  a  few 
from  Austin  who  make  the  round- 
trip.  The  common  thread  which  has 
kept  this  group  together  for  about 
ten  years  or  longer  is  an  avid  inter¬ 
est  in  numismatics  and  a  willing¬ 
ness  to  share  your  knowledge  with 
others  and  a  desire  to  learn.

On  behalf  of  the  General  Director 
of  Casa  de  Moneda  de  Mexico,  Napo¬ 
leon  Gomez  Urrutia  and  myself,  I 
want  to  thank  the  organizers  of  the 
Texas  Numismatic  Association  con¬ 
vention  for  inviting  us  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  this  important  event  in 
which  there  are  gathered  many  out¬ 
standing  members  of  the  interna¬ 
tional  numismatic  community. 

As  it  is  known  by  the  organizers 
of  this  convention,  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Gomez  Urrutia  is  because,  at 
the  present  moment,  he  is  in  India 
representing  the  Mexican  Govern¬ 
ment  in  giving  the  Prime  Minister 
of  India,  Rajiv  Gandhi,  a  medal 
struck  by  Casa  de  Moneda  de  Mex¬ 
ico,  commemorative  of  his  official 
visit  to  Mexico  during  the  Second 
Summit  meeting  in  support  of  the 
World  Peace  and  Disarmament  and 
also  he  is  dealing  with  the  partici¬ 
pation  of  the  Mexican  Mint  in  nego¬ 
tiations  for  the  production  of  coin 
blanks  called  by  the  Government  of 
India. 

Mr.  Gomez  Urrutia  wishes  you 
great  success  in  the  development  of 
the  planned  activities  so  that  they 
will  contribute  to  expand  the  cultu¬ 
ral  horizons  of  the  international  nu¬ 
mismatics  for  the  benefit  of  today’s 
and  future  generations. 

The  professional  activities  and 
the  permanent  and  organized  stu¬ 
dies  of  specialists,  like  many  of  you 


here,  have  made  possible  that  nu¬ 
mismatics  constitutes  an  important 
auxiliary  science  of  history. 

We  have  gained  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  ancient  and  great 
civilizations  through  the  study  of 
engravings,  alloys,  weights  of  coins 
and  medals  that  have  transcended, 
at  different  times  during  the  human 
evolution. 

An  analysis  of  the  engravings, 
helps  to  identify  the  legal  value,  the 
place  and  the  time  a  coin  was  struck. 
And  also  to  appreciate  the  social, 
economical  and  political  circum¬ 
stances  at  the  time. 

Once  a  coin  is  historically  defined 
with  the  aid  of  numismatic  knowl¬ 
edge,  it  gives  better  ideas  for  the  use 
of  metal  alloys  and  the  application 
of  minting  techniques.  It  is  known 
that  the  metals  used  for  coining 
have  varied  through  time.  In  an¬ 
cient  times  the  metals  most  com¬ 
monly  used  were  gold  and  silver. 
Other  metals  like  copper,  tin  and 
zinc  were  used  in  the  production  of 
pieces  with  less  value.  Some  years 
later,  copper  and  bronze  coins  were 
used. 

Different  metallic  alloys  were  great¬ 
ly  used  during  the  last  century  in 
order  to  reduce  cost  production  and 
increase  the  life-span  of  the  coins. 
Many  years  ago  the  weight  of  coins 
was  based  in  equivalent  measures 
of  some  metals,  however,  these  mea- 
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sures  were  frequently  altered. 

Numismatic  science  also  studies 
minting  techniques,  mint  marks, 
money  circulation,  numismatic  for¬ 
geries  and  coins  worth  variation. 
All  this  information  is  well  docu¬ 
mented  especially  from  the  time 
coins  started. 

As  a  science,  numismatics  started 
to  develop  in  the  16th  century  and 
since  then,  coins  have  been  an  im¬ 
portant  instrument,  not  only  in  fi¬ 
nancial  and  commercial  activities, 
but  also  as  a  worth  measure  and 
lasting  testimony  of  the  economical 
and  social  progress  of  the  human 
race  through  history. 

The  careful  organization  and  the 
constant  efforts  of  outstanding  col¬ 
lectors,  have  helped  to  rescue  and  to 
classify  the  numismatic  riches  of 
humanity,  thus  fortifying  the  know¬ 
ledge  and  friendship  between  peo¬ 
ple  in  different  parts  of  the  world 
and  at  different  times  of  their  lives. 

For  over  450  years,  Casa  de  Mon- 
eda  de  Mexico  has  actively  contrib¬ 
uted  to  enhance  numismatic  tradi 
tions  by  striking  pieces  with  a  world¬ 
wide  recognition  due  to  the  quality 
of  their  engravings  and  the  fidelity 
of  their  alloys.  Examples  of  these 
are  the  following:  the  “Macuqui- 
nas,”  the  “Columnario,”  the  “Mon- 
edas  de  Busto”  and  the  “Ocho  Re¬ 
ales,”  among  others.  Our  mint  also 
struck  coins  that  represent  the  Mex¬ 
ican  political  and  cultural  lives.  For 
example:  the  20  pesos  gold  coin  with 
the  Imperial  Eagle,  the  coins  that 
circulated  during  Benito  Juarez  Go¬ 
vernment  and  the  Reform,  and  of 
course,  our  traditional  Centenario. 


Casa  de  Moneda  de  Mexico  has 
recently  developed  special  prog¬ 
rams  of  economical  and  cultural  re¬ 
levance,  at  national  and  interna¬ 
tional  levels,  like  the  pure  silver 
Troy  Ounce  Libertad;  the  platinum 
coins  that  along  with  the  Ounce 
Libertad  and  the  Centenario  consti¬ 
tute  the  Angel  de  la  Victoria  Alada 
Winged  Victory  series.  The  one  and 
ten  Troy  Silver  Ounces  of  the  “Sta¬ 
tue  of  Liberty,”  the  13  World  Futball 
Cup  Mexico  1986  commemorative 
coins  struck  in  fine  and  industrial 
metals,  have  also  a  high  prestige 
internationally. 

At  the  same  time,  the  productivity 
and  high  quality  levels  reached  by 
Casa  de  Moneda  de  Mexico,  have 
permitted  us  to  win  international 
contracts  for  the  production  of  legal 
tender  coins  in  different  countries, 
especially  in  Central  and  South  Am¬ 
erica. 

Due  to  its  great  prestige  and  its 
contribution  to  numismatics,  Casa 
de  Moneda  de  Mexico  has  received 
several  international  awards.  The 
most  recently  received  was  “1986 
Numismatic  Oscar”  given  by  out¬ 
standing  cultural  and  numismatic 
societies  in  Milan,  Italy.  This  award 
is  given  for  the  best  coin  struck  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  in  this  case,  the  100 
pesos  silver  coin,  commemorative  of 
the  13  World  Soccer  Cup  Mexico 
1986,  was  selected. 

Napoleon  Gomez  Urrutia  was  elec¬ 
ted  president  of  the  Mint  Directors 
Conference  for  the  period  1986-1988 
This  is  the  first  time  that  a  Mint 
Director  from  the  American  Conti¬ 
nent  has  been  selected  to  preside

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ONE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  GOES  A  LONG  WAY 
IN  THE  WORLD  OF  “IF”

The  world  of  IF  can  be  fun! 

At  one  of  the  coin  shows  which  I 
attended,  a  fellow  stopped  by  my 
table  with  an  interesting  $100  bill 
he  received  at  the  bank.  It  was  a 
1928  series  bill  and  he  was  wonder¬ 
ing  what  it  was  worth  —  now  and 
then. 

In  the  upper  left-hand  corner  the 
words  “Redeemable  in  Gold  on  De¬ 
mand  at  the  United  States  Treasury 
or  in  Gold  or  Lawful  Money  at  Any 
Federal  Reserve  Bank”  appeared.  I 
informed  the  fellow  that  these  bills 
were  no  longer  redeemable  in  gold 
and  that  other  than  their  face  value, 
they  had  little  collector  or  numis¬ 
matic  value.  Then  I  ventured  off 
into  thinking  IF: 

*  IF  the  bill  were  redeemable  in 
gold  today,  you  would  get  about  1/4 
ounce  of  pure  gold  on  today’s 
market. 

*  IF  you  had  redeemed  the  bill 
in  1928  you  would  have  received  5 
ounces  of  pure  gold  since  gold  was 
selling  at  $20  an  ounce  in  1928. 

*  IF  you  had  purchased  100  BU 
$1  gold  pieces  (Type  I),  they  would 
be  worth  about  $700  each  or  $70,000 
total. 

*  IF  you  had  purchased  40  BU 
$2-1/2  gold  pieces  (Indian),  they 
would  be  worth  about  $325  each  or 
$13,000  total. 


*  IF  you  had  purchased  20  BU  $5 
gold  pieces  (Liberty),  they  would  be 
worth  about  $825  each  or  $8,250 
total. 

*  IF  you  had  purchased  five  BU 
$20  gold  pieces  (St.  Gaudens),  they 
would  be  worth  about  $700  each  or 
$3,500  total. 

*  IF  you  had  purchased  two  BU 
$50  dollar  gold  pieces  (Reeded  Edge 
Moffot-Humbert)  they  would  be 
worth  about  $30,000  each  or  $60,000 
total. 

*  IF  you  purchased  33  $3  gold 
pieces,  they  would  be  worth  about 
$3,100  each  or  $102,300  total. 

*  IF  you  had  purchased  25  XF 
$4  gold  pieces  (1879  Flowing  Hair), 
they  would  be  worth  about  $20,000 
each  or  $500,000  total. 

By  now  I’m  sure  everyone  is  think¬ 
ing  ... 

“IF  I  had  just  jumped  on  that 
Gold  Bank  Wagon  I  would  be  rich 
today.” 

It  would  really  be  nice  but  one  last 
thought  ...  What  IF  you  had  taken 
that  1928  $100  bill  and  purchased 
10,000  Brand  Spanking  new  1928-S 
Lincoln  cents  (MS-65),  they  would 
be  worth  about  $350  each  or  $3,500,000 
total! 

I  wonder  what  the  next  50  or  60 
years  might  bring  in  the  value  of  a 
$100  bill.  Let’s  see,  IF  today,  I  pur¬ 
chased  .

Numismatics  has  lost  a  man  who 
did  much  to  further  the  hobby  and 
to  protect  it  from  those  who  would 
defraud  the  collector.  Virgil  Han¬ 
cock  died  April  20, 1987  at  the  age  of 
84  years.  As  many  of  you  know  he 
suffered  irreparable  brain  damage 
in  the  fire  which  took  the  life  of  his 
wife,  Eleanor,  a  few  years  ago. 
From  that  time  he  was  in  the  care  of 
a  nursing  home.  He  left  only  a  sister 
and  some  nephews  and  nieces.  He 
did  more  than  his  share  in  numis¬ 
matics  many  times  in  furthering 
the  knowledge  of  counterfeits  and 
also  the  Hobby  Protection  Act,  now 
a  Federal  law.  He  was  a  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  ANA  and  a  1st  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  TNA. 

All  of  you  will  have  the  opportun¬ 
ity  to  promote  numismatics.  The  mu¬ 
seum  of  Natural  Sciences  here  in 
Houston  is  planning  a  section,  open¬ 
ing  planned  for  early  this  fall,  de¬ 
voted  to  numismatics  which  will  at¬ 
tract  the  young  numismatist.  This 
is  not  in  conjunction  with  the 
Greater  Houston  Coin  Club  but  is 
being  assisted  by  individuals  and 
even  businesses.  The  Museum  is  in 
need  of  $5,000  to  kick  off  this  pro- 
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ject.  The  display  will  be  20  feet  long 
and  four  feet  high. 

The  exhibit  will  run  for  five  years 
and  will  be  changed  annually.  The 
need  for  the  money  is  due  to  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of 
the  exhibit.  I  urge  anyone  who  is 
interested  in  donating  ($85  will  pay 
for  one  square  foot  of  exhibit)  to 
send  the  donation  to  the  Museum. 
Checks  should  be  made  out  to  the 
Museum  and  NOT  to  TNA,  GHCC 
or  to  myself.  These  donations  will 
be  100%  tax  deductible.  I  believe 
that  numismatics  needs  a  boost 
such  as  this.  This  is  the  Museum 
which  loaned  a  part  of  its  collection 
to  the  TNA  Texas  1986  Sesquicen- 
tennial  traveling  exhibit. 

It  is  now  time  to  start  planning 
for  the  1 988  TNA  convention  in  Hous¬ 
ton.  We  have  an  excellent  general 
chairman,  A1  Loya,  who  has  had 
much  experience  in  running  large 
coin  shows.  Let’s  all  hope  that  the 
economic  situation  has  bettered  and 
that  we  can  get  all  those  people  out 
for  the  TNA  who  attended  the  1987 
GHCC  Money  Show  ...  all  6,000  of 
them.
